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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
2/23/201 1 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-6 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ridland et al. (USP 6,372,929). 
Regarding claims 1 , 4 and 6 

Ridland teaches a composition comprising the reaction product of an ester or 
othoester of titanium, zirconium or aluminum; an alcohol containing at least two hydroxyl 
groups; a 2-hydroxycarboxylic acid such as citric, malic, lactic and tartaric acids and a 
base (abstract). Where the base is used in the range of 0.1 to 1 .0 mole of base per 
mole of metal and the 2-hydroxy acid is used in a range of 1 .0 to 3.5 moles of acid per 
mole of metal (column 2, line 54 to column 3, line 9), which reads on base:acid

equivalent ratio values from 0.028-1 :1 , when a monobasic acid is used, when a tribasic 
acid (such as citric acid) is used this reads on base:acid equivalent ratio values from 
0.0095-0.33:1 , and as the end point of the reference range is clearly with inside of the 
claimed range it is anticipated. 
Regarding claim 2 

Ridland teaches the use of 1,2-ethanediol, 1,2-propanediol, 1 ,4-butanediol, etc. 
(Column 2, lines 6-15). 
Regarding claim 3 

Ridland teaches the use of citric, malic, lactic and tartaric acids (column 2, line 66 
to column 3, line 9). 

Regarding claims 5 and 18-21 

Ridland teaches the use of bases such as sodium and potassium hydroxide 
(column 2, lines 54-65). 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments against the old rejections have been fully considered. 
However as new rejections are present and the old rejections have been withdrawn, 
these arguments are now moot.
